No southern 
man can forget the earnest labor ol 
Gordon to secure the liberty of Louisi- 
anaand South Carolina.

Confidence 
uever pays debts; but, on the otber 
hand, the loss of confidence, by forceu 
contraction, depreciates prosperity and 
destroys wealth, thus rendering the 
peuple less able to pay their debts. 
France has about $500,000,000 gold 
in her vaults, but she has too much re- 
gard for her industries and the true 
interests of her people, even with that 
immense volume of gold coin, to enact 
the farce of a forced resumption 
Tne “blue backs” of France, a full 
legal tender, are at par with gold, and 
remained we!! nigh at par, even in the 
darkest hours of thenation during and 
immediately after the Franco-Prussian 
war. The reason is because the people 
of France have confidence in their blue 
backs, based as they are, not only upon 
the gold, but also upon the wealth of 
the nation, which latter cannot like 
gold be drawn away from the country 
by foreign merchants. So it would be 
in our Own country were our green~ 
backs restored to what they were orig- 
inally intended to be—a tull legal ten~ 
der—aes were the first $50 000,000, is 
sued under the act of July 1861. Those 
remained at parfwith gold. Then we 
would pot be compelled to depend upon 
the intlux of gold and balances of trade 
with foreign merchants to regulate the 
basis and value of our currency. No 
need then for contraction to keep pace 
with the ecarcity of gold. 

But af er all, it is not the influx of 
nor the contraction and destruc- 
tion of the greenbacks, which alone has 
caused gold to decline and our curren- 
cy to appreciate. It is the feel 
ing of security which the 
people have in the strength and sta- 
bility uf the government. Greenb: cks 
were appreciating in value and gold 
going down, before this ruinous con- 
traction began. Common sense would 
indicate that gold would have reached 
its present price sooner, without forced 
c¢ ntraction, adopting the theory of the 
resumptionists even; for before 
contraction our people were better able 
to manufacture and create something 
to export and sell for go'd.

IMPROVEMENTS AT 1HE WATER 
WORKS. 


Addition to the Buaitldivpg—F?repara- 
tions four Two New Puaraps 


For some wonths the water commis- 
sioners have been discussing the necessity of 
additional machinery at the reservoir of the 
water works, and for some time past have been 
arranging for the performance of the work. 
Last week it was begua, and, when eomple- 
ted. will add greatly to the value of the works 
and the comforta we evjoy from them. It be- 
came obvious, from accident to a pumpin Jaly, 
that there might easily urise some contingency 
in which the machinery which pow supplies 
the city with water might be inadequate W the 
task. When there was great consumption of water 
for tountains and street spriok! rs in addition 
to the draught for domestic purposes,it required 
nearly all that the pumps Cou d do to keep 
the city supplied, Ifa reat fire had occ ‘urred 
ata time when the pumps were already at their 
full teusiou, there mighc have resulted 

A GREAT DISASTE2. 

therefore a necessi.y fur more 
machinery which could not be over- 
looked = or even postponed, and the 
commissioners acted wisely in providing at ouce 
against the possibility of damages which might 
have resulted from delay. 

The work now in progress will, when com- 
plete. make it more evident than ever that our 
water Works are an appliance which it would be 
impossible for the city to do without. The 
main ——_ of improvement are as follows: 
[he stone buildirg in which the engines and 
pumps a’'é now situated is receiving aa addi- 
tion of similar struciure which will extend to- 
wards the dam twenty two [ect from the present 
end wall and wi)l have the same width as theo.d 
building, viz: forty feet. The rock work has 
alreaty been begun by Mr Pat Lynen, to whom 
the contract has beep awarded. Within this 
new portion of the building are to be placed 

TWO NEW PUMPS 

of capacity eqnal to those now in use, and an 
eozipe of the same power as that which driyes 
the present pumps. ihus the machinery will 
be exactly doubled, and we can, if we need it, 
demand twice as much water from the works as 
the highest qnantity uow used The new ma~ 
chipery is to be furuished by the Holly manu 
facturing Ccumpauy, and wiil be of the same 
style as that pow iu use. 

The pumps will be so arranged that one, two. 
three or all fuur 0° them may be used at wiil or 
ace rding to the demand for water The dis- 
abling of one or eveu two pumps will then be a 
matter of little couseque: ce and the repairs can 
b> made at any tims, whereas tuey are how 
made only in the dead of bight wn nthe re- 
duced demaud in the city will allow a tem pora- 
ry suspension of one or both pumps. Ali the 
goni «tfects of the new machinery will be more 
fully appreciated when reduced to practical 
demonstration. fhe work wui be pushed for- 
ward #80 rapidiy that it will not be long before
